G.S.R. 91j—I n exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 3 of the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1961), in so far as it applies 
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to members of the Indian Police who have become members of the Indian Police 
Service, the Central Government, after consultation with the Governments of 
the States concerned, hereby makes the following amendment in the Secretary 
of State’s Services (General Provident Fund) Rules. 1943, namely:—

“23-A, When the. Government is satisfied that the operation of any of
